2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reason for the indication of allowance: 

Applicant's independent claims 1 . 8. and 15 : The present in invention is directed 
to an apparatus, a method, a system for compressing data, the independent claim 
identifies the patentably distinct feature " perform a compression process on the HDLC 
pavload in order to reduce a number of bytes associated with the packet, the cell site 
element being further operable to build a key that maps the HDLC pavload associated 
with the packet to the key, the key being broken into segments that are positioned into a 
source internet protocol (IP) address field, a user datagram protocol (UDP) source port 
field, and a UDP destination port field of a UDP packet, the UDP packet being sent to a 
routing functionality of the cell site element such that it may be directed to a next 
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destination ". Applicant's independent claims 1, 8, and 15 comprise a particular 
combination of elements, which is neither taught nor-suggested by prior art.
